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A NOTABLE REMBRANDT HERE 

. The Rembrandt, "Portrait of the Wife of 
Titus, Son of the Artist," reproduced on 
this page, is one of his must noted works. 
It was painted in his last period, about 
1664, which most art "experts" consider to 
be his greatest. ' 

Mr. Frank Wood of Toronto, who pur- 
chased the picture from Henry Reinhardt 
and- Son, is ' to be congratulated on the 
acquisition of this work. 

The history of the picture is an interest- 
ing one. It was given to the Museum of 
Unterlinden at Colmar in Alsace by a 
French ^ painter, Henry Lebert, in . 1842, 
%here it remained in the Museum until 
1917, when it was disposed of, in conjunc- 
tion with a medallion by the celebrated 
Augsburg sculptor, Hans Dauher, with the 
sanction of the Mayor and the Municipal 
Council of Colmar. 

The reason why they disposed of it was 
that in the neighborhood of Colmar is a 
celebrated Abbey. This Abbey formerly 
belonged to the Antonines, and was pur- 
chased a number of years ago by a wealthy 
German manufacturer, Mr. Spetz, He lived 
there and formed an exceedingly fine col- 
lection of sculpture, antique furniture and 
works of art. Shortly before the war he 
died, and owing to the taxation incurred 
through the war his heirs had to part with 
the Abbey and its contents. The Munici- 
pal Town Council of Colmar realizing the 
importance of this Abbey with its contents 
felt morally obligated to acquire it. Again, 
owing to the taxation, they had no funds to 
do so, and resorted to selling this Rem- 
brandt and the medallion in order to be 
able to effect its purchase. 

When they sold it in 1917 it was acquired 
by a well known Finnish collector, who 
lived at Lidengen, a Mr. Klasfahraeus. 

Since the close of the war this gentleman 
decided to part with the Rembrandt and 
it was purchased by Henry Reinhardt and 
Son of N. Y. with another art firm. Mr. 
Frank Wood on one of his trips to N. Y. 
heard of the picture and seized the oppor- 
tunity of acquiring it. 



MORE INNESS RECORDS 
In the list of Innesses, sold for exception- 
ally high and record prices, published last 
week, the sale of "Autumn Woodlands," 
some little time ago by Mr. George H. 
Ainslie for $45,000, which he claims is still 
the highest and record price for an Inness, 
should have been noted. It must also be 
remembered that Mr. M. F. Moses of the 
Holland Galleries, as was published last 
week who. recently sold two Innesses, 
"Sunset in Ol/d Orchard-Montclair" and 
"Golden Glow-Medfield," to the turfman, 
Mr. E. E. Smathers, for the reported price 
of $60,000 also sold to Dr. Daniel Goode 
of Buffalo, a few years ago, the notable 
Inness "Evening Glow," from the Charles 
T. Yerkes collection for $40,000. 



VIRGINIA GETS NOTED COLL'N 

A gift to the State of forty paintings, 
valued at more than $1,000,000, by Mr. John 
Barton Payne, Chairman of the Shipping 
Board, is announced in Richmond, Va. Mr. 
Payne is a native of Virginia. The paint- 
ings are the works of French and Italian 
masters. 



MUSEUMS GET PICTURES 

The Metropolitan Museum, the Brooklyn 
Institute and the American Academy at 
Rome, Italy, will share in the division of 
the art collection of William Henry Herri- 
man, a member of an old Brooklyn family 
who died in Rome in July, 1918, after liv- 
ing more than forty years in Italy. 

The Brooklyn Institute gets paintings by 
Elihu Vedder, statuary, bronzes and curios, 
the Metropolitan Museum, a marble statue 
of Clytie by W. H. Rinehart and the fol- 
owing pictures: "Sphinx and Oedipus,"-Gus- 
tave Moreau; "Virgin and Child," Quentin 
Matsys; "La messe de Saint Gregoire"; 
"Interior of Court," Decamps, and "L' Ar- 
tiste et sa Femme," Gabriel Metsu. 



An interesting series of miniatures of all 
the Presidents of the United States is 
owned by the Butler Art Institute of 
Youngstown, Ohio. This series of portraits 
was painted by A. T. Rowall of N. Y. from 
photographs, others from authentic paint- 
ings and old prints. They are uniform in 
size and form a unique collection. 



ACADEMY SALES 

The attendence at the Academy Exhibi- 
tion during the two weeks preceding Christ- 
mas, improved tremendously during Jan- 
uary, the number of visitors sometimes 
reaching 1,600 in a day. The sales were 
accordingly satisfactory.

-abeyance. The total of sales to date is 
$15,780.

GREAT COURBET FOR LOUVRE 

A special cable to The Sun from Paris 
says Gustave Courbet's masterpiece,

by public subscription. The canvas be- 
longed to Mme. Desfosses, who recently 
sold it for 600,000 francs to a well-known 
picture dealer in Paris. He at once re- 
ceiver offers for it from America, but 
patriotically decided that France should at 
least have a refusal of the painting. A 
subscription was opened to assist Director 
of National Museums, Baron Destourrelles 
de Constant, to purchase it for the Louvre. 
It was agreed that the Louvre should pay 
550,000 francs, which was raised to 700,000 
francs by generous donors and a deed of 
purchase was signed.

LIBRARY NOT FOR HUNTINGTON 

The famous Arbury Hall library, pur- 
chased recently at Sotheby's for $150,000 
by Mr. George D. Smith, and which con- 
tained a first folio of Shakespeare that had 
been in the Newdigate-Newdigate family 
since 1660, was not secured, as had been 
thought, for Mr. Henry E. Huntington. 

Mr. Huntington said to a N. Y. Sun re- 
porter that he already had three first edi- 
tions of Shakespeare and had no immediate 
desire" to possess another. He added that 
he had no idea for whom Mr. Smith had 
purchased this Arbury Hall set. Book deal- 
ers, however; declare that Mr. Smith should 
have no trouble at all in disposing of it at 
a handsome profit. 

^ "The Newdigate first folio," says the N. Y. 
"Sun," "like the Bridgewater copy in the 
possession of Mr. Huntington, lacks two 
leaves, so that it is probable that the two 
were stitched by the same careless hand. 
The Newdigate first folio has the distinc- 
tion of being the largest now available, 
lS%xSy 2 inches. 

"Other famous volumes in the Arbury 
Hall collection," continues the "Suri," "in- 
clude such valuable Americana as the four 
•folio tracts on King Philip's War, issued in 
1675-6, and Christopher Saxon's maps of 
England and Wales with an engraved front- 
ispiece portrait of Queen Elizabeth, pub- 
lished in 1579. The latter is a fine example 
of XVI century English binding, with its 
centre stamp of a lion rampant, sleeping 
cupids and winged horses. 

"One of the latest books in the collection 
is the first issue of Gray's 'Elegy,' published 
in 1751. A copy of this was knocked down 
at the Hoe sale in 1912 for $4,500. 

"Perhaps the greatest rarity in the, whole 
collection is the little treatise by Edward 
More of Hambledon, entitled 'The Defense 
of Brave Women and Especially English 
Women.' This was published about 1560 
and the Newdigate copy is the only one 
known to have survived. A volume of son- 
iets by Henry Lok, published in 1597, also 
is believed to be unique, the book haying 
been known only through an entry in the 
Stationer's Register previous Jo the dis- 
covery of the Arbury Hall copy. 

The library was the property of Sir Fran- 
cis Newdegate-Newdigate. Books cata- 
loged for auction numbered 362 and in- 
cluded many rare volumes, among them 
various Americana, a .first edition of 
Homer's \works, printed at Florence 'in 
1488; Thomas Lodge's "Rosalynd," a pas- 
toral romance which supplied Shakespeare 
with the ground plan of "As You Like It," 
and a very fine first edition of Shakespeare's 
works, which has been in the possession of 
the Newdigate-Newdigate family since 
1660. Mr. Smith says it is the finest copy 
he ever saw. 



E. D. LIBBEY HONORED 

An event of unusual interest in Middle r 
West art development was the testimonial 
dinner given at the Toledo Club on Fri- 
day evening, Jan. 9, for Pres't. Edward 
Drummond Libbey of the Toledo Museum, 
by the trustees and life members of that 
institution, in recognition of his great ser- 
vices to art and education. One hundred 
guests gathered, representing the religious, 
art, educational, legal, financial and com- 
mercial elements of the city. 

The speakers, who testified eloquently to 
President Libbey's many benefactions and 
unceasing endeavors in the field of art de- 
velopment, were John W. Beatty, Director 
of Fine Arts, Carnegie Institute, Pittsburgh; 
Henry Turner Bailey, Director of the Cleve- 
land school of Art, Ralph Booth, Presi- 
dent of Detroit Art Institute, Dr. Frank W.

Pres't. Libbey gracefully acknowledged 
the honor accorded him, taking it as an 
evidence of the unusual interest at present 
prevailing in Toledo and elsewhere, look- 
ing toward greater achievement, which will 
more than ever bring art and its accom- 
panying benefits into the lives of all its 
people. 
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Annual Exhibition at National Arts 

The annual exhibition by painter and 
sculptor members of the National Arts Club 
is on at their galleries, 119 E. 19 St., through 
Jan. 30. The collection is a varied one and 
therefore interesting, as exploiting various 
technical methods and modes of expression. 
The first prize of $500, with gold medal, as 
stated in last week's Art News, deservedly 
went to Karl Anderson for his imaginative 
tonal and colorful "Aple Gatherers." The 
second prize, a silver medal and $300 was 
awarded to Hobert Nichols for his beauti- 
fully toned well constructed "Midnight- 
Rockport," and the third award was given 
to Maud Mason's colorful flower piece "By 
the Window." Of the canvases that stand 
out most prominently in the display, for 
excellence of execution force and individu- 
ality, are Cullen Yates' fine tonal "Early 
Spring," with predominating soft grays and 
browns; Arthur E. Powell's dramatic 
"Pinnacles and Crevas's," Jonas Lie's clear 
aired, directly painted "Mill Race/' George 
Elmer Brown's "Red Barn," Chauncey Ry- 
der's "The Clearing", fine in color and well 
composed, Jane Peterson's colorful, breezy 
"Morning," Clara McChesney's lovely figure 
composition "The Belle of the Forties," 
nice in sentiment and interesting in ar- 
rangement, Howard Hilderbraridt's directly 
painted, crisp and spontaneous "Sisters," 
Haley Lever's "St. Ives, Winter/' personal 
in expression, strong and compelling, Albert 
Groll's brilliant "Flying Clouds, Arizona/' 
Ernest Lawson's "Early. Spring," Henry 
Rittenberg's /'Still Life," a beautiful flower 
piece, and "The Oak," by Everett Warner ; 
Charles P. Gruppe shows -a- thoroughly 
good landscape in "October. Afternoon," an 
interesting composition ably executed. Ed- 
mund Greacen's "Peggy," is one of the best, 
figure works in the display, lovely in senti- 
ment, fine in color and having the charm 
of mystery in poetical envelopemerit. 
George Bellows' "Girl with Fruit," shows 
a woman nude above the waist line. There 
is strength of character in the face and 
spontaniety in the brush work, albeit that 
the womans breasts are out of drawing and 
there is a tendency to the vulgar in the 
entire composition. There are good works 
by Luis Mora, Henry B. Snell, Colin Camp- 
bell Cooper, Everett Warner, Irving Couse, 
Henry W. Parton, Leonard Ochtman, Ivan 
Olinsky, William R: Derrick, Oscar Fehrer, 
whose "Lute Player," has character and 
fine color, Edward Dufner whose "Even- 
ing," shows a well drawn nude, refined and 
good in color, Howard Russell Butler, D. 
Putnam Brinley, who shows an interesting 
view of "Rheims" after the war. and utterly 
in ruins, Clara Weaver Parrish, Frederick 
Mulhaupt, Arthur Turnbull Hill, whose 
"Fresh Pond, Evening," is tender and rest- 
ful, Robert Vonnoh, Isabel Cohen whose 
"Chrysanthemums," are brilliant and filled 
with color harmony, Richard Maynard, 
Ernest Ipsen, Carton Fowler, and Ernest 
Blumenschein. The sculptures are by 
Chester Beach, Victor D. Brenner, David 
Edstrom and H. H. Weinman. 



Pictorial Prints at Camera Club 
Floyd Vail is showing 25 of his pictorial

Remington's at Levy Galleries 

The opening exhibition at the beautiful 
new galleries of John Levy, 559 Fifth Ave., 
is appropriately made up of a group of typi- 
cal paintings by Frederick Remington, 
among which are some of the most 
important examples of his work, all des- 
cribing the Western subjects which claimed 
his art for so -many years and which he 
executed with a dash and spontaniety hardly 
reached as yet, by any of his followers in 
the portrayalof 1£> favorite theme. "The 
Call for Help," a group of horses and dogs, 
is one of the finest in the display, enveloped 
in soft moonlight, the pathos of the animals 
is the more impressive; "The Emigrants," 
showing two stalwart laborers seated on a 
hillside of red earth, with horses, in the 
foreground, is a compelling work and 
"Changing Ownership," with Indians and 
cowboys, is full of action and has force that 
cannot fail to claim admiration for the 
artist. "The Herd Boy," which shows a 
lonely horse ridden by an indian lad, is re- 
markable for the fine distance and sky and 
the almost human pathos in the eyes of 
the horse; "A New Years in the Cimmar- 
ron," is a composition of horses and men, 
in a winter landscape, and a thoroughly 
good example and "The Parley," is work 
of great dignity and a convincing narrative. 

Mary Y. Hunter at Ehrich's 

Mary Young Hunter, an English portrait 
painter, who met with considerable suc- 
cess in Europe before coming to this coun- 
try a few years ago, having painted many 
of the most prominent people in England, 
more particularity the children of notables, 
including the daughters of Lord and. Lady 
Londonderry, which has been reproduced 
in all of the leading English magazines, and 
the grandson of Lord Roseberry, also a 
well known portrait, is exhibiting for the 
first time in America, a group of "Portraits 
of Beautiful Children," at the Ehrich Gal- 
leries, through Jan. 31, which is composed 
of presentments of children of prominent 
Americans. Her work would appear to 
have been influenced by Shannon, in as 
much as the same style of hair arrangement 
is affected in the little girls, and her color 
and general compositions have also a re- 
semblance to the noted British portrait 
painter. Among her sitters she numbers 
such names as "Blanchette," daughter of 
Mrs. Elon Huntington Hooker, three 
presentments of "Gabrielle," her own little 
daughter, "John," son of Mrs. John 
Dalrymple, "Helen," daughter of Mrs. E. H. 
Hooker, "Jean," daughter of Mrs. Jean 
Webster McKinney, "Katherine," daughter 
of Mrs. Charles Pillsbury, "Marjorie," 
daughter of Mrs. John Hewitt, "Rosa- 
mond" daughter of Mrs. Ames Pinchot, and 
"Henry," son of Mrs. Henry McKnight. 
As the Ehrich galleries are known exclu- 
sively as dealers in Old Masters, the break- 
ing of their rules to exploit the work of a 
modern portrait painter, should be a grati- 
fying recommendation. 

"Belle France" Designs 
A small collection by "Belle France," the 
first to be shown in this country, is on view 
for several days at the Karl Freund Studios, 
10 E. 46 Street. The designs, principally 
wall hangings, are most original. The 
artists composing them are all soldiers who 
fought in the war and have now formed 
a society under the presidency of Louis 
Sue. The group first came into prominence 
at the Victory Celebration in Paris, for 
which they designed the decorations and 
the Cenotaph.

Altogether a mighty welcome 
to a young and unknown painter in a coun- 
try where art is still considered a "luxury." 
His exhibition is now on at the Reinhardt

The subjects were nearly all painted in 
and about Paris during furloughs from war 
duties and after the signing of the armistice. 
Many of them are interesting architectural 
descriptions of Paris houses and streets 
seen in brilliant sunlight, which the painter 
has a talent for expressing. Again he se- 
lects such designs as "The Cure's Garden," 
and fills it with sentiment and pathos. His 
landscapes redolent of sunlight, air and fine 
color, describe a healthy, sane art and an 
honesty of purpose. "Farm-yard, (Tou- 
raine)-" is an interesting composition, sunny 
and brilliant in color, "Saint Nicholas Du 
Chardonnet, (Paris)," is a well chosen sub- 
ject, ably rendered with fine color, direct- 
ness and vigor. In all of his work there is a 



Thirty Artists at Macbeth's

"Dance of the Wind," by Ellott 
Daingerfield, imaginative and poetical, is a 
thoroughly individual work, Albert Groll 
shows a stunning, scintillating composition 
in an iridescent landscape, "New Mexico." 
Louis Loeb's beautiful "L'Allegro," brings 
again regret at the early passing of this 
gifted artist. Robert Spencer's "The White 
Tenement," is a virile work, in which the 
artist by deft of cleverness, makes an inter- 
esting picture of an unlovely subject.

WALLACE BOOK SALE 

One of the most noted private libraries 
in the country, that of Mr. Walter T. 
Wallace of South Orange, N. J., will be sold 
at auction late in March by the American 
Art Association. 

"Mr. Wallace," says the Association, "has 
been a conscientious and intelligent collec- 
tor for a quarter of a century and in his 
search for rarities has been consistently 
exacting in regard to collector's prints and 
condition. He has assembled over 3,000 
volumes, a range beginning with the dawn 
of printing in England and coming down to 
the present. 

Among the early manuscripts, some of 
which are of great beauty, are a copy of 
the XVIII century Biblia Latina; a XV 
century Hymni Latina in a Clovis Eve bind- 
ing; a first edition from the first Bible, 
translated by Myles Coverdale, and once 
owned by the celebrated Lord Amherst; 
Higden's "Polychonicon," printed by Cax- 
ton; Justinus's "Historic Clarissimi" in a 
binding by Roger Payne, and a superb copy 
of the Nuremberg Chronicle, with over 
2,000 woodcuts. 

Mr. Wallace owns the four folios of 
Shakespeare, 1623, 1632, 1664, 1685; Beau- 
mont and Fletcher's "Comedies and Trage- 
dies and Wild Goose Chase"; the first 
English translation of "Boccaccio"; Bur- 
ton's "Anatomy of Melancholy," 1621; Ben 
Jonson's Works, 1616-1640; and Milton's 
"Areopagitica." !

Schofield and Lathrop at Ferargil 

Although .widely divergent in their In- 
terpretations of Nature, Elmer Schofield and 
W. A. Lathrop make interesting joint ex- 
hibition of their landscapes at the Ferargil 
Galleries, 607 Fifth Ave. through Jan. 31. 
Schofield, the realist, who was the leader and 
inspirer of American painters of virile, truth- 
ful, atmospheric snow pictures, and few 01 
Whose followers have yet reached his high 
artistic standards, returns from five years 
in the trenches in France after having en- 
listed with the British Army in 1914, al- 
though then a man well in middle life. He 
shows eight works, all winter scenes* ex- 
pressed with the same vigor and dash as 
his previous canvases. "Winding River/' 
is a beautiful composition, "February Morn- 
ing," exhales the biting atmosphere of a 
topical winter day, and "Green Hills," has 
its good values in alluring gradations of 
vivid green tones. "Winter Hills," "Val- 
ley Forge," and "Frozen River," have equal 
charm. 

Lathrop, the poet, sees his subjects in 
different mood, "Golden Fields" is simply 
painted, "The Gray Barn" is lovely in 
quality, and "The Farmhouse" more sen- 
timental is low in key, "Neglected Farm" 
with atmospheric envelopment, has a charm 
of mystery, "Sunlit Meadows," delicate ana 
poetical, compels attention, "Winter Eve- 
ning," "Green Ridge" and "The Stubble 
Field" are works all worthy of the painter.

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Two Clever Illustrators' Show 

In bringing out two clever art contribu- 
tes to "Harper's Bazaar" Romain de Tirtoff, 
known as "Erte," a Russian, and Drian, of 
Paris, in a joint exhibition at 556 Fifth 
Ave. Mrs. Albert Sterner explains in the 
foreword to the catalogue that the former 
artist, who is decidedly original in his con- 
ceptions arid has a fine sense of color, 
started from Russia, where at 15 he had 
been supplying Russian magazines with il- 
lustrations, for Paris. There the decorative 
quality of his work, his good drawing and 
individuality, attracted the Bazaar, which se- 
cured his services and still has entire control 
of his work. The works on view display 
imagination expressed without apparent ef- 
fort. "The Flame and The Match," "Body 
of Snow," "Heart of Fire," "Bridges for 
the Seven Seas," "Flower Among Flowers" 
and "The Enchanted Garden" are some of 
the original designs he has executed with 
remarkable facility. 

Drian is better known as a fashion artist 
than as a pictorial composer, but the group 
of works he exposes prove him well 
grounded in composition, drawing and ex- 
pression. "Les Parisiennes" is a lifelike 
group, " A Mon Atelier" is well balanced 
and composed. Arc de Triomphe," although 
full of the detail necessary to impress the 
observer, is broadly conceived, and the well 
drawn figures are full of expression and 
life. 

At these galleries there is, on the lower 
floor, an unusually interesting collection oi 
engravings by Robert Nanteuil, the notea 
XVII Century French peintre-graveur, 
among whose works are numbered some of 
the finest in the world. He was recognized 
especially as a painter of portraits of men, 
few women ever having sat to him. The 
present- collection of some 165 portraits 
includes those of notable personages of 
the time in which he lived. "Louis de 
Bailleul, President a mortier au Parliment 
de Paris," "Jean Loret de Carentan," "Pom- 
ponius de Partil Belliere," "Bochart de 
Saron, Chanoine de L'Eglise de Paris," 
"Marie de Biagelone," "Mathew Nole," 
and "Philippe Fils de France, Due d'Or- 
leans, brother of Louis XIV, are some of 
the important subjects. It is one of the 
most important collections of engravings 
ever shown in this country and is a rare 



Hornby's Etchings of "The Front" 

Lester G. Hornby will add new laurels 
to his reputation by his etchings of scenes 
on the American battlefront, now on exhi- 
hibition at the Kennedy Gallery, 613 Fifth 
Ave., to Feb. 1. 

The artist knew the battle sector of 
France before the war, having spent six 
summers in sketching and canoeing in the 
Marne valley, during which he lived with 
the peasants and thoroughly studied the 
country. He had also exceptional oppor- 
tunities to see and sketch the war front, 
as he was in Europe at the war's outbreak 
and an interested observer of both the 
British and French mobilizations, was with 
the French army in 1916, and participated, 
armed with a pass from Gen. Pershing, in 
the advances of the Americans along the 
Marne and Meuse. 

To the portrayal, with his needle, of these 
moving scenes, Mr. Hornby brought the 
skilled and trained eye, the technical knowl- 
edge and the ability which have earned for 
him a deserved reputation as perhaps the 
strongest of modern American etchers, to 
which was added a natural sympathy and 
patriotic impulse. 

It is difficult to select any particular ex- 
amples of the artist's work in the present 
display for especial mention. Of the 24 
plates all are so vigorous, so well drawn 
and ably etched, that each has its individual 
appeal. With the war front etchings are 
shown some fifty impressions from small 
editions of the artist's work, now out of 
print, and which is a delight to see and 
study again. One is impressed by the 
originality and force of Mr. Hornby's work 
— which stands out as so individual from 
the evident influences of Rembrandt and 
Lucas Van Leyden, and more especially 
from such later men as Bracquemond and 
Lepere. The display is one of the most 
interesting of the season. 



Gari Melchers at Montross' 

An exhibition of a group of oils by Gari 
Melchers naturally evokes interest, for the 
artist has long been known as a vigorous, 
direct painter, brilliant colorist, and a strong 
draftsman, exceedingly strong. His present 
display of some 21 canvases at the Mon- 
tross Galleries, 550 Fifth Ave., through 
Jan. 31, however, will scarcely satisfy his 
admirers in point of vitality and spontaneous 
expression, since much of his former com- 
pelling force is lacking in the majority of 
the works, many of which impress upon the 
observer their quality of paint and tech- 
nique, rather than the individuality of the 
artist. Two small watercolors, however, 
"The Piano," and "Sermon," which reflect 
much of his earlier vigor, are loosely 
painted and good in color. His "Portrait 
of My Mother," which subject all artists 
paint well, is rendered with feeling and 
sincerity; a charming sitter, she must natu- 
rally have been a sincere inspiration. There 
is dignity in the pose and sweetness of 
expression in the beautiful face that well 
recommends it. There is also some good 
painting in "The Arbor,"' a composition of 
Dutch life. "Mother and Child," loaned by 
Mrs. J. M. Longyear, and evidently an 
earlier work, has sentiment and color 
charm, although an unusual . composition. 
"Girl with Hat," also an early canvas, has 
good character and is fine in quality. "The 
Mantle Shelf," shows interesting still life 
and "St. Georges Church" is sunny and 
brilliant in color.
